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MORE THAN ONE CHILD A WEEK ADMITTED TO MANOR OVER DRUGS 



The Manor - latest figures on child drug abuse treatment 


Major Hospital bosses have revealed that 
more than one child a week is admitted 
due to drug abuse - with patients younger 
than 13 being treated. Figures released by 
hospital bosses show that the problems are 
getting worse with cases rising every year. 

While more than a dozen teenagers a year 
are being treated for mental and behav¬ 
ioural disorders brought on by using drugs 
or psychoactive substances. 

Hospital bosses have stated there has 
been a notable rise of children self-harming 
by overdosing on prescribed drugs found in 
households rather than recreational drugs. 

Conservative Councillor Rose Martin, for¬ 
mally responsible for health and wellbeing 
in the borough, warned the issue could lead 


to a tragic death and said the priority was to 
find out where the drugs were coming from. 

She said: “It is absolutely appalling if 
young children under the age of 16 are get¬ 
ting hold of these drugs. It surprises me if 
any child gets them, let alone so many and 
those as young as 12. We need to be speak¬ 
ing to parents and teachers to find out be¬ 
fore a fatality happens.” 

In just nine months leading up to Septem¬ 
ber last year 67 children under the age of 
16 were diagnosed with ‘poisoning by drugs, 
medicaments and biological substances’ - 
13 of them were aged 12 or younger. 

Out of those, four cases related to an¬ 
ti-depressants and two cases involved psy¬ 
choactive drug ecstasy. The numbers are on 


course to mark the fifth increase in a row 
- there were 45 child admissions in 2012, 48 
in 2013, 65 in 2014 and 80 in 2015. 

In the same nine-month period 22 under 
18s were diagnosed with drug-related men¬ 
tal disorders. In previous years there were 
33 in 2012, 35 in 2013, 21 in 2014 and 19 
in 2015. 

Caroline Whyte, head of nursing for chil¬ 
dren, young people and neonates at Wal¬ 
sall Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “There is 
often demand and difficulties on beds and 
resources. Also the behaviour of these chil¬ 
dren and young people can be challenging. 
We have taken steps to address this by em¬ 
ploying dedicated staff to provide one to one 
supervision to high risk young people.” 


72-year-old who hit girl on crossing was told not to drive 

KILLER DRIVER 
GETS FOUR YEARS 


A 72-year-old motorist who killed a three-year-old girl 
weeks after being told to stop driving because of poor 
eyesight has been jailed for four years. 

John Place wasn’t even wearing his glasses when he hit Poppy-Ara- 
bella Clarke and her mother Rachel on a pelican crossing on the Ches¬ 
ter Road and only stopped when flagged down by another driver. 

Place, of Bakers Lane, Streetley, admitted charges of causing death and serious injury 
by dangerous driving in the accident at Sutton Coldfield last July. He was jailed at Bir¬ 
mingham Crown Court this week. 


Poppy-Arabella’s mother and father 
Phil, who are unable to have any more 
children, urged drivers to listen to medical 
advice. And their lawyer called for a “Pop¬ 
py-Arabella’s law” requiring medical pro¬ 
fessionals to report people unfit to drive. 

The family statement said: “Little Pop¬ 
py-Arabella, after a lovely morning playing 
with mummy, was excited to be heading to 
nursery to see her friends. 

“Poppy-Arabella and I never got to nurs¬ 
ery. Mr John Place smashed into both her¬ 
self and her mummy whilst we were in the 
middle of a pedestrian crossing, with lights 
having been on red for many seconds. 

“Mr Place had been told three weeks 
before the collision to stop driving by two 
optometrists after falling far below the 
required eyesight standards set by the 
DVLA, even when he was wearing glasses. 

“As a result of Mr Place’s selfish behav¬ 
iour, a beautiful day became a scene of dev¬ 
astation. Our little girl lay bleeding with 
catastrophic injuries and her mummy too 
with serious injuries. 

“Poppy-Arabella fought an incredibly 
brave battle at the roadside. She loved life 
and wanted to hold on to it, but she lost 
that battle at 6.50pm that evening, her 
mummy, daddy, her grandparents and her 



cuddly rabbit Ra Ra by her side. While Mr 
Place was today given a four-year jail sen¬ 
tence, we have been left with a life sentence 
without our little girl, whose entire life was 
stolen from her in a fraction of a second. 

“All drivers, you have a personal responsi¬ 
bility to heed medical advice, to ensure you 
are fit to get behind the wheel.” 

Defending Place, a married father of 
three, Mr John Edwards said: “This a terri¬ 
ble blight on what was a thoroughly decent 
and upright life.” 

He confirmed Place was suffering from a 
cognitive degenrative condition and depres¬ 
sion, and that he expressed ‘deep remorse’.

Walsall has highest 
rate of empty shops 

WALSALL has the highest rate of empty 
shops than any other town in the West Mid¬ 
lands - but the picture is improving in the 
town, new figures have revealed. 

The Local Data Company has released a 
national report which shows 22.8 per cent 
of shops in the town are vacant. 

This places the town at the bottom of the 
list in the West Midlands, and ninth bottom 
in the country, for retail vacancy rates. 

However, the rate has dropped in the 
town from 25 per cent six months ago, 
which figures were released for the first 
half of last year. The new figures are for the 
whole of last year. 

The worst town in the country for shop 
vacancy rates was Burslem, where 31.1 
per cent of shops were empty.

Shoplift reports at 
nearly two per day 

THERE are nearly two reports of shoplift¬ 
ing in Walsall town centre a day, according 
to the latest figures. Police received 736 
reports in the 12-month period between 
February 2016 and January this year in the 
St Matthews area which includes the high 
street, Caldmore and neighbourhoods on 
the north side of the A454 Aldridge Road. 

It is the second most frequently reported 
crime in the area below anti-social behav¬ 
iour which saw 862 incidents in the period. 

Walsall Council leader Sean Coughlan 
has called for a joint strategy between trad¬ 
ers, the police and council.

'Acute fears' 
over schools 
facing cuts, 
says Winnick 

WALSALL MP David Winnick says Gov¬ 
ernment ministers ‘need to realise’ the 
seriousness of ‘acute fears’ expressed by 
schools over potential funding cuts. 

Figures from the National Union of 
Teachers and the Association of Teach¬ 
ers and Lecturers indicate that the bor¬ 
ough could lose more than £19 million in 
school budgets over the next two years. 

Mr Winnick says he has received more 
emails about this issue than any other 
regarding education since he has been a 
member of Parliament. 

The MP, who has been in his position 
since 1979, expressed disappointment 
that the Chancellor hadn’t moved to re¬ 
assure head teachers in any way during 
his latest budget speech. 

He said: “It will be deeply disappoint¬ 
ing to all the schools in my constituency, 
as well as elsewhere, that the proposed 
government changes in the funding for¬ 
mula will still go ahead. 

“While ministers are planning to 
go ahead with encouraging grammar 
schools, existing secondary and primary 
schools face budget cuts at a time when 
costs are actually due to increase by over 
eight per cent between now and 2019/20. 

“It is estimated in the Walsall borough 
alone, the cuts would amount to more 
than £19 million in school budgets in 
the next two years. Moreover, this is in 
a situation where more than half of sec¬ 
ondary schools are already running defi¬ 
cit budgets here. I have received more 
emails on this matter than on any educa¬ 
tional issue since I have been a Member 
of Parliament.” 

Council chief 
to step down 

THE chief executive of Walsall Council 
has announced he will retire later this 
year. Paul Sheehan is due to retire after 
working in local government for over 41 
years - nine of which have been spent in 
Walsall. 

The Chief Exec¬ 
utive announced 
his retirement to 
Walsall Council em¬ 
ployees last Tues¬ 
day afternoon and 
informed key part¬ 
ners on Wednesday 
morning. 

He has overseen 
one of the most 
troubling times for 
local government and steps down at a 
time when the authority needs to make 
£86 million in savings over the next four 
years. 

Mr Sheehan said: “I am proud to have 
been a local government officer for over 
41 years; the final nine here in Walsall. 

“I have chosen the timing of this de¬ 
cision to enable a smooth handover to¬ 
wards the end of this year. 

“It has been an honour to be the chief 
executive of Walsall Council, to serve 
the people of Walsall and to work with 
so many talented and committed coun¬ 
cillors, staff and partners.” 
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£500k hope 
to improve 
'outdated' 
cctv system 

CCTV cameras in Walsall are ‘past 
their best’ and ‘not fit for purpose’, it 
has been revealed. 

Council bosses are now looking to 
spend more than £500,000 to update 
them and bring in new technology. 
According to a council report, the bor¬ 
ough’s entire camera system is ‘out¬ 
dated’ and ‘in a poor state of repair’. 

Around 90 static cameras and 26 
mobile cameras fixed to council vehi¬ 
cles - covering crime and anti-social 
behaviour hotspots - are monitored 
around the clock from a local author¬ 
ity base in Walsall Wood. 

Council bosses are proposing to 
pay Transport for West Midlands 
£255,133 in 2017/18 and £288,707 in 
2018/19 to buy, staff and maintain 
new mobile camera units and also im¬ 
prove the quality of cameras already 
in use. 

The move will save the authority 
£32,480 in 2017/18 and £70,591 each 
year after that for seven years, when 
compared with how much it would 
cost to continue running the service 
in-house, according to the report. 

Community chief, Councillor Julie 
Fitzpatrick, said: “We need better 
systems in order to prevent and detect 
crime, and in doing so, provide reas¬ 
surance to people who live and work 
in Walsall.” 

Councillor Mike Bird, who launched 
an investigation into the quality of the 
borough’s CCTV in 2015, said: “Police 
have said to us on numerous occasions 
that the quality of CCTV coming from 
our cameras was not good enough to 
hold up in court.” 

Car break-ins 
spark warning 

A SPATE of break-ins to cars and 
vans in part of Walsall has sparked a 
warning for owners. West Midlands 
Police has said there has been an in¬ 
crease in incidents in Bloxwich warn¬ 
ing that thieves can force their way 
into vehicles in as little as 10 seconds. 

However the force has declared 
most break-ins are preventable and 
issued a checklist for owners. 

PCSO Ian Palmer said: “There 
has been a recent increase in vehicle 
crime in the Bloxwich area most vehi¬ 
cle crime is preventable. It can take as 
little as 10 seconds for a thief to steal 
something from your car.” 

He urged people to remove 
everything from the car including 
jackets and reminded owners to en¬ 
sure they close sunroofs and windows.

A SEVEN-A-SIDE football tourna¬ 
ment is being held in Walsall to raise 
funds for the Beacon Centre for the 
Blind in Sedgley. It takes place at 
Wolverhampton university’s Walsall

Pupil ready for new £1 coin on the way

THE new £1 coin designed by a Wal¬ 
sall student will be in circulation next 
week, with millions currently rolling 
off the production line each day. 

The coin, designed by David Pearce, 
a pupil of Queen Mary’s Grammar 
School, will be released for public use 
on Tuesday. 

David, aged just 15 at the time, 
won a competition in 2014 to design 
the coin’s face, which will feature the 
Welsh leek, the Scottish thistle, the 
Northern Irish shamrock and the 
English rose emerging from a royal 
coronet. He said at the time he was 


‘really excited’ and now his coin is 
just days away from being released to 
the public. 

The coins are being made at the 
Royal Mint in Llantrisant, South 
Wales, at a rate of three million per 
day. The coins have hi-tech security 
features, including a hologram. It 
might take a little while for people to 
start seeing the new £1 coins in their 
change as they gradually filter into 
general use. 

The old round pound, which was in¬ 
troduced more than 30 years ago, will 
be in circulation alongside the new 


coin until it ceases to be legal tender 
on October 15. 

£1 coins were first launched on 
April 21,1983 to replace £1 notes, 
although they are still in use in the 
Channel Islands. The Royal Mint has 
produced more than two billion round 
pound coins since that time. 

The production of the new coins 
follows concerns about round pounds 
being vulnerable to sophisticated 
counterfeiters. 

Around one in every 30 £1 coins in 
people’s change in recent years has 
been fake. 


Officers in major swoop 
over charity shops raids

DOZENS of police officers 
launched early-morning 
raids on a suspected gang 
of thieves that has target¬ 
ed charity shops and firms 
around the Black Country in 
burglaries totalling £500,000. 

Officers used battering rams 
to enter properties to arrest sus¬ 
pects on suspicion of conspiracy 
to burgle, after shops and facto¬ 
ries were hit in Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Walsall and parts of Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

Six addresses were raided as part of 
the police fightback against the gang, 
which has been linked to 67 burgla¬ 
ries. 

Operation Abriel saw officers swoop 
at two homes in Low Hill, Wolver¬ 
hampton, two in Bilston, one in Stow- 
lawn, one in Willenhall, and one at 
flats in Heath Town, Wolverhampton. 

Four men were arrested as around 
40 police officers took part in the op¬ 
eration. 

Burglars are said to have dropped in 
through the roofs of the buildings they 
were targeting. 

Factories 

The raids took place from 7.30am 
on Monday, with the Chronicle’s sister 
newspaper, the Express & Star given 
exclusive access to the swoops. 

Det Insp Clair Langley, of Stafford¬ 
shire Police, said: “This is a joint op¬ 
eration between West Midlands and 
Staffordshire Police. 

“The suspects are believed to be 
involved in criminal burglaries, in¬ 
cluding those of charity shops and 
factories. 

“We believe they access the build¬ 
ings through the roof.” 

She said that the total value of the 
raids, which all happened between 
June last year and February this year, 
had reached £500,000. 

“These have had significant impact 
on business premises particularly in 
relation to charity shops,” she added. 

“There have been break-ins over¬ 
night through roofs predominantly 


stealing safes and cash contents. Over 
a nine-month period we have 67 busi¬ 
ness targeted so it was important to 
make progress. 

“They have made half a million 
since we started the operation. There 
was 40 police officers at work. 

“We continue to work together to 
bring offenders justice. Those arrested 
are now in custody being interviewed 
today.” 

Officers took the arrested suspects 
into custody in Oldbury. They were 
a 22-year-old, from Longfield House, 
Heath Town, a 26-year-old from Mo¬ 
seley Road, Bilston, a 26-year-old from 
Foster Road, Low Hill, and a 47-year- 
old from Willenhall Road, Willenhall. 

A total of six Compton Hospice 
charity shops have been targeted by 
thieves since December last year. 

The branches affected were in Wol¬ 


verhampton, Codsall, Brierley Hill, 
Willenhall and Cannock. 

On March 1 this year, the would-be 
thieves smashed through a skylight 
at the Birches Bridge shop in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Codsall. 

They broke through a plastered 
wall inside, but left with nothing after 
being unable to get inside the safe. 
The damage at the shops has left the 
charity with a repair bill of more than 
£3,500. 

Unopened 

At the shop on Trysull Road in 
Merry Hill, Wolverhampton, raiders 
got in on February 16 through a rear 
window. The safe was damaged, but 
unopened. 

Only in two of the burglaries - at 
Skinner Street in Wolverhampton and 
High Street Brierley Hill on January 


29 and February 8 - did thieves man¬ 
age to take the safe. 

During a burglary in Church Street, 
Cannock, in December, would-be 
thieves broke the alarm and CCTV 
system, but escaped with nothing. The 
shop in Stafford Street in Willenhall 
was broken in to between Christmas 
and New Year’s Eve - but again the 
thieves caused damage to a rear door, 
sorting room and the safe, but left 
empty-handed. 

Days after the sixth break-in, more 
than £1,000 was donated to the char¬ 
ity through an online appeal. 

A total of 88 people made the do¬ 
nations, with charity staff taking to 
social media to thank those that had 
given funds. 

The charity provides care to people 
in the Black Country, Staffordshire 
and East Shropshire. 
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Street cordoned 
off after stabbing 

A WALSALL street was cordoned off 
in relation to a stabbing which took 
place a week earlier. 

Police closed off Camden Street, 
in Caldmore, last Wednesday as part 
of an investigation into an incident 
which occurred on March 8 when a 
man in his 30s was taken to hospital 
with stab wounds. 

Detective Inspector Toni Naylor, 
said: “An area of Camden Street in 
Caldmore has been cordoned off by 
police pending a forensic search. The 
man remains in hospital; his injuries 
are serious but not life threatening.” 

CCTV van stationed 
at shopping centre 

A POLICE CCTV van has been sta¬ 
tioned at Bentley Bridge shopping 
centre, near Willenhall. 

The aim of the mobile CCTV unit is 
to protect the public and help to re¬ 
duce crime in the area, said police. 

The complex houses restaurants, 
shops, a pub and cinema and is visited 
by thousands of people every day. 

Last month, a girl was punched in 
Nandos restaurant at the site. The 
15-year-old girl was attacked by a 
teenage boy on February 19 whilst 
out with her mother. A 17-year-old 
boy was voluntary interviewed. 

Bubbling over to 
offer family fun 

A RECORD-breaking internation- 
ally-renowned bubbleman is set to 
burst onto the scene at Walsall’s Old 
Square shopping centre next month. 

SamSam, also known as Sam Heath, 
will be holding shows on Tuesday, 
April 11 at 11am, 12.30pm and 2pm. 
Among the Guinness World Records 
broken by SamSam are creating the 
largest free-floating soap bubble and 
getting the most people inside a soap 
bubble. There will also be face-paint¬ 
ing and a craft workshop. 

Funding to help 
speed crackdown 

SPEED trackers will be used to deter 
motorists from driving too fast in Dar- 
laston, thanks to a funding scheme. 

A total of £2,394 has been awarded 
by Walsall Council’s Darlaston Area 
Panel for the idea. It will see volun¬ 
teers receive training from police for 
the devices.

HS2 hub hopes 
for 77,000 jobs 

AN ambitious 20-year growth plan 
based on the arrival of HS2 in the 
West Midlands could create up to 
77,500 jobs, it has been claimed. 

The plan for the UK Central Hub 
- which takes in Solihull, Birming¬ 
ham Airport, the NEC, Jaguar Land 
Rover and the proposed new HS2 
Interchange Station - was unveiled 
last week at the MIPIM international 
property show in Cannes. 

Supporters say it could add £4.1 
billion to the local economy, taking in 
775,000 sq m of development land and 
provide space for up to 4,000 homes. 

Third of farmers 
hit by dumping 

MORE than a third of farming busi¬ 
nesses in the West Midlands and Staf¬ 
fordshire claim to have had illegal 
waste dumped on their land in the 
last three years, research shows. 

An awareness campaign has been 
launched in the affected communities 
who are largely unaware that they 
are open to fines, prosecution and 
even imprisonment due to ignorance 
of the ‘duty of care’ law.

BABY Ashley-Jay Greatorex 
is fighting back to health in 
hospital after a meningitis 
rash covered his body in a 
matter of hours when the 
glass test ‘failed’. 

Hundreds of people have been 
following the Support Baby 
Ashley Facebook group after 
his mother Anna Hanslow put 
out pictures of her poorly four- 
month-old to show how quickly 
the rash can spread. 

The mother of four, from Walsall, 
is warning other parents to be aware 
that the potentially lethal condition 
does not always have the same symp¬ 
toms and the glass test is not failsafe. 

But although Ashley is still poorly, 
the antibiotics are taking effect and 
his condition is improving. Anna told 
the Facebook group: “I’m so happy 
right now!! Although he still is poorly. 
He’s doing a good job and I’m so proud 
of him!” 

Covered 

She told of her ‘amazing little boy 
fighting his way through this’ as Anna 
revealed that his infection levels were 
continuing to fall. 

Ashley was taken to Walsall Manor 
Hospital after his mother noticed a 
few spots and a high temperature. 
Within 24 hours of the first spots ap¬ 
pearing he was covered in a rash. 

She said: “He started with a high 
temperature and he was fine until I 
noticed a few spots. 

“They spread really quick. They 
were not flat or raised, it was a dif¬ 
ferent rash to what doctors normally 
come across and they said they have 
never seen it spread so quick. They 
could not work out the rash at all.” 

After a string of tests Ashley was 
diagnosed with meningitis and septi¬ 
caemia. 

Anna said: “Watching my son be 
poorly like this is the last thing I want. 
But I’m here and I’m strong for my 
boy. No matter how much I cry I will 


High temperature; A bulging soft 
spot; Heavy sleepiness; Fast or dif¬ 
ficult breathing; Extreme shivering;

always be here. Not being able to hold 
him properly is so hard.” 

“I’m trying to be so strong for him 
but I just want to break into a million 
crumbles and take this nasty disease 
away.” 

Parents are advised to run a glass 
over a rash and if it doesn’t fade 
under the pressure it is a possible sign 


The Tumbler Test - place a glass 
firmly against the rash. If you can still 
see the marks get help. 

The Meningitis Research Foun¬ 
dation advises parents: “Trust your 
instincts. If you think your baby has 
meningitis or septicaemia get med¬ 
ical help immediately. Say that you 
are worried it could be meningitis or 
septicaemia.” 


of blood poisoning caused by menin¬ 
gitis and getting medical attention is 
strongly recommended. 

Ashley is expected to stay in hospi¬ 
tal for at least another week until he is 
given the all-clear by doctors. 

Anna and her partner Kieron hope 
their son’s scare will raise awareness 
of meningitis and its symptoms. 


She said: “I am giving some pictures 
to warn people it does not always start 
like they say it does. Please if anyone 
worries about it, go get checked as 
soon as possible.” 

As well as the Facebook site, being 
run by Anna’s sister Beverley Sum¬ 
mers, a Crowdfunding appeal has 
been set up to raise funds for Ashley’s 
family. 

Target 

It is hoped up to £1,000 can be 
raised to get some treats for the fam¬ 
ily and hopefully send them on a mi¬ 
ni-break when young Ashley recovers. 

Barry Summers urged people on 
the Facebook group to donate saying: 
“If every follower that has joined the 
group gave just a £1 we will reach the 
target of £1,000 to help with food, 
parking fees and a luxury for my sis¬ 
ter, partner and all four kids.”

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Walsall men 
jailed after 
guns found 
inside car 

TWO Walsall men have been jailed for 
15 years after hiding sawn-off shot¬ 
guns under a car seat. 

Yasir Nassir, aged 45, from Mon- 
crieffe Street, and Kuldipinsigh 
Atwal, 49, from Stafford Street, have 
been jailed for seven and eight years 
respectively for possessing firearms. 

The pair were in a Citroen C3 
driven by Nassir when they were 
pulled over by West Midlands Police 
officers around 5am on September 
10 on Newtown Row in Birmingham 
city centre. Police spotted shotgun 
cartridges in the rear seat footwell 
and a search of the car uncovered 
two short-barrelled firearms, plus a 
starter pistol, hidden under the seats. 
The pair were arrested. 

Subsequent searches of Nassir’s 
home uncovered another shotgun, 
a silencer, two air rifles, pellets and 
blank 6mm cartridges. Both men 
were interviewed about the guns both 
in the home and in the Citroen but 
denied any knowledge and refused to 
answer any questions from officers. 

However Nassir eventually went 
on to admit possessing firearms while 
Atwal was found guilty on the same 
offences at Birmingham Court Court. 

West Midlands Police Detective In¬ 
spector Vanessa Eyles said the tough 
sentences should act as a warning to 
anyone possessing illegal firearms. 

She said: “This was a great piece 
of police work: intelligence suggested 
the car was linked to firearms and the 
information proved spot on.” 

Both men have previous convictions 
for violent offences. 


Caravan arson 
suspects bailed 

TWO men have been bailed after a 
caravan went up in flames in what is 
believed to have been an arson attack. 

The caravan was destroyed as the 
flames took hold on Sunday, March 
12, in High Heath, Pelsall. It was be¬ 
lieved to have been used on a build¬ 
ing site and no-one was inside it at 
the time. Ten firefighters tackled the 
blaze in Spring Lane at around 2pm. 

Chiefs described it as an intense 
fire, with flames also spreading to a 
nearby garden fence and shed. 

Two youths were arrested in con¬ 
nection with the fire but bailed until 
April 9, pending further inquires. 

Watch commander Andrew 
Nicholls, from Bloxwich Fire Station, 
said: “It is believed to have been a ca¬ 
tering van for builders.”

Back to school for police chiefs deputy

ASSISTANT West Midlands Police 
and Crime Commissioner Ashley Ber¬ 
tie went back to his roots with a visit 
to his former school. 

The 25-year-old returned to Great 
Barr Academy, to deliver an inspira¬ 
tional speech to students. Ashley, who 
was head boy during his time at the 
Aldridge Road school, spoke about his 
role as Assistant PCC, Stop & Search, 
mentoring, active citizenship and is¬ 
sues that affect young people. 

Mr Bertie said: “It was pretty sur¬ 
real going back to my old school as it 
wasn’t too long ago that I was there 


studying hard and playing cricket, 
basketball and football. But it was 
great catching up with my old teach¬ 
ers and I was truly humbled when the 
headteacher said she was going to put 
my picture up on the wall of fame. 

“However, the best moment was 
definitely speaking to the students 
and seeing how engaged and enthu¬ 
siastic they were. Birmingham is the 
youngest city in Europe and it is vital 
that we focus on our young people and 
the issues that affect them. By invest¬ 
ing in our young people now and lis¬ 
tening to their voice, we will reap the 


benefits in the future. I spoke about 
how I’ve introduced an education 
workshop across the region and how 
the number of searches has reduced 
considerably but the number of pos¬ 
itive outcomes has actually gone up.” 

Headteacher Ingrid Abrahams 
added: “Ashley has achieved in a few 
years what others achieve in a life¬ 
time. 

“His humility and commitment in 
the realm of advocacy captured the 
imagination of both staff and stu¬ 
dents. It was a pleasure to have him 
back at Great Barr Academy.” 


£1,000 daily costs of 
shoplifters at wilko 


A TOWN centre Wilko store lost in 
the region of £1,000-a-day due to 
shoplifters, it has been revealed. 

Neighbouring retailers including the 
likes of M&S and Debenhams have now 
demanded action, with the latter alleg¬ 
edly being targeted last Monday when a 
thief made off with 10 pairs of jeans. 

The issues, concerning shops in Walsall town 
centre, came to light when council bosses met 
with store managers. 

Speaking at a cabinet meeting council leader 
Sean Coughlan said: “We met with the town 
centre partnership who are suffering tremen¬ 
dously with people who have decided they are 
not going to work for what they get and instead 
they are going to go around and rob stores. 

“In the run up to Christmas Wilko was losing 
£1,000 a day they said.” Afterwards Councillor 
Coughlan spoke at greater length about the 
issues. 

The leader said: “We met with the town cen¬ 
tre partnership on Monday night about how we 
can regenerate the town centre. 

Shoplifting 

“The manager from M&S, Debenhams, and 
Wilko were there, all the big players, as well 
as the owner of the Saddlers Centre. They all 
said anti-social behaviour and shoplifting were 
a real problem in the town centre. 

“The guy from Wilko was talking about the 
effect of opening up late prior to Christmas to 
generate sales, and the fact it also causes its 
own problems. The guy from Debenhams said 
someone had just walked into their shop and 
stole 10 pairs of jeans that day.” 

Councillor Coughlan declared the authority 
had a significant responsibility and role to play 
in doing their own work to deter thieves. He 
added: “We have been really good with things 
like travellers but there is more we need to do. 

“M&S said they had lost their security provi¬ 
sion but it was more efficient to bring it back. 

“But to be honest there are things we can do 
especially in terms of working in partnership. 
We want a strategic view involving the traders, 
police and council about how we tackle these 
problems.” 

While the leader admitted Walsall had its 
own problems he said shoplifting was an issue 
everywhere. He said: “There are a few specific 
issues in Walsall and I honestly believe there 
are ways of dealing with those. But shoplifting 
is prevalent everywhere.” 


Fly-tipping crackdown as fines soar] 



There have been 5,389 incidents of fly-tipping in Walsall in the last year alone 


COUNCIL bosses have rub¬ 
ber-stamped a 400 per cent in¬ 
crease to the amount fly-tippers 
can be fined in a bid to clean a 
Black Country town’s ‘dirty face’. 

The on-the-spot punishments 
will rise to £400 from £80 from 
April 1 in Walsall. The cabinet ap¬ 
proved the increase on Wednesday 
on the back of a report that re¬ 
vealed there had been 5,389 inci¬ 
dents of fly-tipping in the borough 
in the last year alone, amounting 


to nearly 3,000 tonnes of ille¬ 
gal waste which cost the council 
£408,000 to shift. 

That sum does not even include 
large messes left behind by un¬ 
authorised encampments such as 
the piles of rubbish discarded on 
Delves Common last year when a 
large group of travellers ran riot 
in the area for more than a week. 

Deputy Council Lee Jeavons 
also welcomed the new fines. He 
said: “It shows we are taking ac¬ 


tion. Council officers work very 
hard to get investments into the 
town but one of the things we are 
hearing from retailers who we are 
inviting in, is that they pick up on 
the dirty face of the town.” 

As well as the sterner pun¬ 
ishments, Councillor Ian Shires 
called on the offenders to be 
named and shamed: “When we 
do get these interventions we 
should make them high profile. 
We shouldn’t apologise for it.”

Jail for woman 
in £9,000 fraud 

A 58-YEAR-OLD Great Barr woman 
has been jailed for 14 weeks after ad¬ 
mitting a £9,000 benefit fraud. 

Belinder Kaur from Scott Road, 
pleaded guilty to three offences com¬ 
mitted between 2010 and 2015, when 
she appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

She was sent to prison by Judge 
Barry Berlin who told her: “You were 
warned that if you made false state¬ 
ments for benefits you would be pros¬ 
ecuted. 

This was deliberate dishonesty. You 
knew perfectly well you should not 
have claimed these benefits.”

Opened in January 2017 by the 
Mayor of Walsall, the business has in¬ 
vested over flmillion in new premises 
in Portland Street. 

Children's care 
plan for lodge 

A GUEST house in Walsall is set to 
become a care home under new plans 
recommended for approval. Horizon 
Care Education wants to turn Arden 
Lodge Guest House on Bloxwich Road 
into a home for children. 

Young people up to the age of 18 
would live in the home for between 
three and five years. 

They would not have physical or 
mental impairment, but will have 
been ‘adversely affected by circum¬ 
stances and in need of a secure, stable 
and caring place to live’.

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Colleges' 
merger is 
ruled out 
by bosses 


A FORMAL merger between South Stafford¬ 
shire College and Walsall College has been 
ruled out by their principals and governors. 

They cited ‘a number of complex and costly im¬ 
plications which would arise from bringing the two 
colleges together’. 

There were also concerns that ‘a newly merged college 


would take a considerable 
amount of time’. A merger 
had been proposed by the 
Department for Education 
(DfE) saying that South 
Staffordshire College, which 
had to make £2 million of 
cuts in 2015, would benefit 
from the ‘financial strength’ 
of its Walsall counterpart. 

A report as part of the 
Black Country and Stoke- 
on-Trent and Staffordshire 
further education area re¬ 
views stated the merger 
would create a college with 
a combined £59m turnover. 

Discussions between 
South Staffordshire Col¬ 
lege, which incorporates the 
Cannock, Lichfield, Tam- 
worth and Rodbaston cam¬ 
puses, and Walsall College, 
began last year. Bosses have 
since been working together 
to determine whether a 
merger would benefit stu¬ 
dents, businesses and the

communities they serve. 

But they have now con¬ 
cluded that ‘a formal merger 
is not the best solution at 
the current time’. 

A statement on behalf of 
South Staffordshire’s prin¬ 
cipal Graham Morley and 
chairman of governors Ray 
Faulkner as well as Wal¬ 
sall’s principal Jatinder 
Sharma and chairman of 
governors Allan Pinnegar 
reads: “Both organisations 
will continue to collaborate 
and work together outside 
of the complexity of a formal 
merger.” 

South Staffordshire Col¬ 
lege was last rated ‘requires 
improvement’ overall by 
Ofsted but the Government 
had hoped the move would 
improve it further with Wal¬ 
sall College last declared 
‘outstanding’.

NATIONAL Express drivers 
were given first hand experi¬ 
ence of what it was like using 
buses if you are blind or par¬ 
tially sighted. 

The drivers wore simulation 
spectacles which imitated three 
common sight conditions - and 
then were told to get on the bus. 

Meanwhile, campaigners from the 
Royal National Institute of Blind Peo¬ 
ple found themselves in the driving 
seat as they got a taste of what it was 
like for the bus drivers. 

The Swap with Me experience took 
place at the National Express garage 
in Walsall as the company signed up 
to the RNIB Bus Charter to ensure 
services are accessible for customers 
with sight loss. The bus operator has 
pledged its support for the charter, 
which sets out 13 commitments it will 
make to improve bus travel. 

Cataracts 

To mark this occasion the Swap 
with Me event was held when both 
National Express drivers and manag¬ 
ers, and blind and partially sighted 
campaigners swapped places to learn 
from each other’s experiences. 

Drivers donned the simulation spec¬ 
tacles to see what it was like for people 
suffering from age-related macular de¬ 
generation, cataracts and retinitis pig¬ 
mentosa. They were then assisted by 
RNIB campaigners to board and navi¬ 
gate their way around the bus. 

The campaigners also had the op¬ 
portunity to sit in the driver’s seat 
and experience what it’s like to com¬ 
municate with passengers through the 
driver’s screen. 

Peter Coates, Managing Director 
of National Express West Midlands, 
said: “Our drivers are all trained to 
help our disabled customers use the 
buses safely, easily and confidently. 


We are very happy to demonstrate our 
commitment by signing up to RNIB’s 
Bus Charter. 

“We’d like to thank RNIB for organ¬ 
ising this Swap with Me event. It’s re¬ 
ally brought home to our drivers how 
they can help our blind and partially 
sighted customers to use the buses 
more easily.” 

Natalie Doig, RNIB campaigns of¬ 


ficer, said: “Blind and partially sighted 
people rely on bus services to get to 
work, visit friends and family, and be 
part of the community. Buses are a 
vital lifeline bringing independence to 
many people with sight loss..”

Flat-pack church’s milestone 


WORSHIPPERS that have 
helped keep a ‘flat-pack’ 
church alive and kicking for 
decades have marked its 
130th anniversary. 

The Church of Christ The King, on 
Lichfield Road in Rushall, was built 
as a temporary place of worship to 
reach the working population of the 
parish back when it was first set up 
in 1886. 


However, it was officially recog¬ 
nised as a place of worship the fol¬ 
lowing year on March 8, 1887. 

Locally, it is known as the ‘tin tab¬ 
ernacle’ and is still an active place of 
worship. 

Concert 

It was one of many ‘flat-pack’ 
churches that went up around the 
country during the Victorian era, 
but is one of very few still used today. 


To mark the anniversary, mem¬ 
bers of the congregation were treated 
to a concert from the Walsall Har¬ 
monic Male Voice Choir and a special 
Sunday service followed by lunch. 

Michael Blakemore, who has been 
a member of the church for more 
than 60 years, said: “We are very 
proud that we are keeping our small 
church alive after all of these years, 
it is a great source of pride for our 
village. 


“It was one of many of its kind to 
go up around the country so people 
could have easier access to a place of 
worship, but not many, if any are still 
active today. 

“This church is used by the next 
generation, so we keep it active ready 
for it to be passed to them.” 

The church is the daughter venue 
to the Rushall Parish Church of St 
Michael, one mile away. 

“I would imagine ours is probably 


the most active, anyway. We have 
the same services as a regular church 
and the same atmosphere, but the 
building is different.” 

“It doesn’t matter where you are 
practicing your religion, as long as 
you are true while you do it and that 
is proved here. 

“We had a lovely weekend to cel¬ 
ebrate our 130th anniversary, the 
male voice choir show was packed to 
capacity.” 


Goldie's years 
to be outlined 
in new memoir 

FROM the darkest depths of the West Mid¬ 
lands care-home system to collecting an 
MBE from Buckingham Palace - Goldie 
is set to release a memoir detailing his ex¬ 
traordinary life.

I’m on the stage 
at Ronnie Scott’s, with the band bouncing 
off the end of my fingertips, the alchemy’s 
flowing and I’m making the best music of 
my life and trying to understand where this 
all went right. 

“All Things Remembered is not just the 
story of how and why, it’s everything from 
the children’s homes to the Whispering 
Wheels roller-disco to rolling with the graf¬ 
fiti kings of New York to writing with David 
Bowie to reinventing myself as the Dorian 
Gray of breakbeat.” 

Maria Garbutt-Lucero, of Faber, said: 
“It is an explosive story of abuse, revenge, 
graffiti, gold teeth, sawn-off shotguns, car 
crashes, hot yoga, absent fatherhood, and 
redemption through reality TV.”

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Councillor is under fire 
for 'foreign' comments

PHEASEY residents have 
been labelled ‘foreign’ and 
‘alien’ by a councillor having 
her say on proposed bounda¬ 
ry changes. 

Councillor Eileen Russell, a La¬ 
bour member for the St Matthews 
area, told the Boundary Commis¬ 
sion she approved of the Pheasey 
ward being ‘hived off from Wal¬ 
sall to a Birmingham Erdington 
constituency under proposals, 
which could be in place by the 
2020 general election. 

But her comments have since 
prompted a fierce backlash. 

Councillor Russell, speaking at a 
hearing in Birmingham, said: “There 
are strong connections with Blakenall 
ward and Birchills and Leamore, to 
the town centre, and I think the hiving 
off of the Pheasey area to another con¬ 
stituency is a good idea, because peo¬ 
ple from that area are always seen as 
being a bit foreign, really, if you know 
what I mean.” 

Apology 

Assistant commissioner Margaret 
Gilmore responded saying: “With a 
small “F”, I think is what you prob¬ 
ably mean.” 

To which Councillor Russell an¬ 
swered: “It is, yes. Alien, I could have 
said, and it has been good for us hav¬ 
ing a female MP (Valerie Vaz) who 
represents all sections of the commu¬ 
nity happily, and I think that is really 
all that needs to be said.” 

But those from the Pheasey area, in¬ 
cluding Conservative member and for¬ 
mer leader Mike Bird, have demanded 
a full public apology. 

He said: “It is very offensive to peo¬ 
ple in Pheasey. People in an elected 
position should engage their brains 
before speaking. We did find it quite 
offensive quite honestly. We want 
more than just an apology. She needs 


to stand up in full council and apolo¬ 
gise to us members and the residents.” 

Councillor Russell said she apolo¬ 
gised for any offence caused but when 
asked by reporters if she would have 
used different words in hindsight the 
St Matthews representative said: ‘no’, 
adding: “My words have been taken 
completely out of context. They were 
just throw-away remarks at the end of 
the meeting. 

“I just meant the character of people 
in different towns and different coun¬ 
tries is very different. I never intended 


to upset anyone. I most definitely apol¬ 
ogise if I offended people but I never 
meant anything by it. But people who 
were in the room with me knew what I 
meant. Someone said to me after they 
understand people from Walsall have 
a special character. I am an honest 
person. Perhaps I should have been 
thinking more, but I didn’t think for 
any moment I would cause offence. ” 
The West Midlands could lose six 
Parliamentary seats by the 2020 
general election as part of proposed 
changes.

Thousands of jobs and homes on way 


THOUSANDS of jobs and homes will 
be created as part of a new £53 million 
scheme to revamp former industrial 
sites in the Black Country. 

The cash will be available over the 
next four years to deliver 1,600 new 
houses and 126,000 sq m of new com¬ 
mercial floor space across the region. 
It will create 1,800 new jobs. 

Dozens of brownfield sites across 
the region will be decontaminated and 
brought back into use as part of the 
Land Funds scheme. 

Bosses at the Black Country Local 


Enterprise Partnership (LEP) said it 
would free up more land for develop¬ 
ment and housing across the region, 
and could lead to additional invest¬ 
ment of £97m if successful. 

The funding has been pledged fol¬ 
lowing a successful bid from the LEP 
to the West Midlands Combined Au¬ 
thority (WMCA), which has earmarked 
£342m worth of schemes including the 
Black Country Garden City project. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, leader 
of Walsall Council and WMCA lead on 
land commission, said: “This has been 


something we have been keen to get 
off the ground for a long while. 

“The Black Country is in the unen¬ 
viable position that as a result of our 
great industrial heritage we have been 
saddled with a lot of land that is cur¬ 
rently unfit to develop. The funding 
will enable us to address this issue and 
attract investment from the private 
sector as a result. It is also in keeping 
with our message that we don’t want 
to build on greenbelt land.” 

Bosses say they are in the process of 
highlighting suitable sites.

Chiefs reject 
scheme to 
boost cash 
for parades 


COUNCIL bosses have rejected a proposal 
to stump up more money for remembrance 
parades across Walsall.

“This stands for this year. 
But because we have set 
out a four-year budget the 
following two years will be 
covered as well which gives 
certainty to organisers. This

council and the police have 
organised special meetings 
in April, June and Septem¬ 
ber so that these important 
events are given priority.

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It's not Imoossible 


H e’s the first to admit he 
could have ended up 
on the ‘scrapheap’ for 
good, but James Arthur is 
reclaiming his dreams. The 
singer talks to The Ticket 
about growing up, and why arena tours 
and a self-help book are up next. 

The night before the Brits last month, James tweeted 
that if anyone had told him a year ago he’d be up for two 
awards, his response would have been, ‘F**k off. 

And who could blame him? His tumultuous period after 
winning The X Factor back in 2012 was well-documented. 

He rowed with fellow musicians online, offended the 
LGBT community and got dropped by Syco, Simon 
Cowell’s record label. 

It all read like a tale of self-destruction, rather than one 
of music success. 

But now the Middlesbrough-born 29-year-old is back 
- and as far as surprise turnarounds go, he’s crafted a 
career-revival that bows down only to Craig David’s. He’ll 
bring his solo tour to plays Birmingham’s 02 Academy 
on Friday, March 24, and is on the line-up for V Festival in 
Weston Park in August. 

James may not have taken any gongs home from 
the Brits but says it was an ‘honour’ to be nominated. 
Before that, his sophomore album, Back From The Edge 
- released in October, shot to number one in the charts, 
as did lead single Say You Won’t Let Go; he’s back on the 
books at Syco, and has just started on a UK tour that runs 
throughout March. 

MELTDOWN 

“It’s mind-blowing,” he mutters softly, rolling his rings 
around his fingers as he speaks. 

“At the Brits two years ago, Jimmy Carr got up and 
made some crack about me having a meltdown, and 
I remember watching it, thinking, ‘I am a joke in this 
country, there’s no coming back from this’. 

“Not only was I an X Factor winner that got / 
dropped by Syco, and when that happens you’re i 
never heard of again, but everyone thought I was 
a clown. I was in those ‘where are they now’ 
articles and I was like, ‘F**k me, I’m that guy, 

I’m on the scrapheap’.” 

James credits his escape from the 
overcrowded pop scrapheap to a spirit forged 
through his unbalanced upbringing. 

“I remember when my parents put me up 
for foster care and no one gave a f**k about 
me. I’ve been a survivor for so many years, 

I’ve always felt like I’ve been trying to 
survive and always found a way to 
climb out of the s**t. That’s just 
been a theme of my life, it’s the a 
mentality I’ve had to get out of | 
the mire.” F

Opening up about that 
journey - from living in a 
bedsit, to winning The X 
Factor, and then watching 
it all crumble down around 
him - he says it left him 
feeling 40 or 50 years old. 

“It’s like I’ve been 
around for a long time, 
and to some people it 
might seem a bit bizarre 
me saying, ‘I’m back from 
the edge’, but it is wild 
when you think about it.” W 
He says the comeback ^ 
was fuelled by his on/off 
girlfriend, professional ' 
dancer Jessica Grist. 

“I pushed everyone 
away, I ignored everyone. It 
was just me and Jess, who 
was so supportive and helped 
me through a million panic 
attacks and a million calling 
ambulances.” 

James has suffered from 
‘crippling’ panic attacks since first

appearing on X Factor, and reveals he has 
~ i plans to pen an autobiography that will 
( also serve as a self-help book for fans 
who endure similar issues. 

Music’s helped him cope with his 
anxiety, he says, and he wants to use his 
public platform to inspire others who feel 
overwhelmed. 

“I’m really passionate about it and 
I really care,” James explains. “My 
message to those that do have it 
[anxiety] is, I know regular things can 
be so difficult - going to the 
shop, just going outside - but 
I’m doing it. And I’m having 
to go out and be judged 
by it and by the world. So 
if I can travel to France 
and play a gig in a train 
station with thousands 
of people around, then 
you can get up and go 
to the shop, buy a pint 
of milk and you will 
survive, you’ll be all 
right.” 

As for returning 
to Syco - the label 
reportedly wanted 
him back after 
Simon Cowell 
listened to James’s 
second record - 
the singer says he 
initially wanted to 
reject their offer, but 
relented because he’s 
a ‘sucker for a story’. 
“When they asked 
r me to come back, 

I thought, ‘Well I’m 
number one on iTunes 
already, so f**k you’, 
but I’m a massive 
fan of fairy tales and 
i underdog stories. I’m the

one person in history that they came back to, I like that 
that will be written, it’s a bit of an ego thing. 

“I felt like I had to prove myself to them, to let them 
know how good I am, how mature I’ve become and how 
much I’ve grown up.” 

For James, that sense of maturity means having more 
diplomacy when dealing with the label’s A&R - those 
responsible for looking after musicians and their output. 

“I’d never experienced A&R before and it p***ed me 
off. I hated A&R. I was like, ‘Don’t tell me how to make 
music, I’ve just won The X Factor, have a bit of faith in 
me - I’m James Arthur, I’m the best thing that’s ever come 
from this show. I’m gonna make you a lot of money’,” he 
admits. 

“But that’s not how it works. If you’re signed to a major 
label, you have an A&R, they do have to give opinions 
and if I was left to structure songs, we’d have eight- 
minute, obscure left-of-centre tracks.” 

He’s pleased that Back From The Edge’s success 
means he can now perform some different songs live. No 
doubt his fans felt the same; James’s UK tour sold out in 
just over 10 minutes. 

“We could’ve done arenas this time,” he says, “but I’m 
happy because I love to do those packed out rooms.” 

If his current winning streak continues, he’ll be playing 
those arena tours in no time...

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Rock stalwarts spring back 
after release of album Winter 


STALWARTS of the alternative rock 
scene for more than 35 years, New 
Model Army are back with a tour 
that brings them to Bilston’s Robin 2 
venue on Saturday. 

The tour comes after releasing latest album 
Winter with customary contrariness at the 
height of last summer. 

Formed by Justin Sullivan in Bradford in 
1980, New Model Army’s beginnings were 
inspired by punk rock and the incendiary 
atmosphere of the times. 

Since then, they have had a long, creative 
and eventful journey. They have been 
massively influential in post-punk, folk-rock, 
political-rock, goth, metal and all kinds of 


musical sub-cultures but have steadfastly 
refused to belong to any club that would have 
them as members. 

NMA have built up an almost religious 
devotion amongst fans. Having grasped early 
on that the Internet was going to revolutionise 
the music industry, from the mid-1990s 
they set out on the now fashionable wholly 
independent path of controlling all aspects of 
their output. As a result, they have outlasted 
most of their peers. 

Winter was released on the band’s own 
Attack Attack label. This album saw New 
Model Army receive the best critical response 
of their career and top 30 chart positions in 
UK and Germany. 

The album is a powerful and emotionally 


intense body of work. Says founder, lead 
singer and main songwriter Justin Sullivan: 

“I think Winter has a really strong identity. It 
is very much the sound of people in difficult 
places, something that so many of us can 
relate to at the moment, on a lot of different 
levels. We made a deliberate choice in mixing 
it to sound more aggressive and a little less 
polished.” 

Originally formed as a three piece, the 
current five piece features Michael Dean on 
drums, Dean White on keyboards and guitar, 
Marshall Gill on guitar and Ceri Monger on 
bass.

I'm just a normal bloke 
- Mouth of the South 


AFTER a sell-out autumn tour, the 
star of BBC TV’s Live At The Apollo, 
Mock The Week and Channel 4’s 8 
Out Of 10 Cats, Rob Beckett is back 
on the road touring the UK.

The comedian, who between 2012 and 
2014 co-presented ITV2 spin-off show I’m a 
Celebrity...Get Me Out of Here! NOW!, says 
his rapport with audiences stems from his 
natural curiousity. 

“I’m just nosey! I love talking to the 
audience and getting them involved. I really 
like hearing their stories.” 

Another element that keeps his Mouth of 
the South show fresh is the fact that Rob’s 
material is constantly evolving. 

The stand-up says:”l don’t want to be living 
in fear of altering a routine. I’d rather change 
it and let it progress. I enjoy that much more. 
That’s how I can do 200 shows on a tour 
because it’s always growing and changing. 



If I didn’t do that, I’d 
have gone mad by now.” 

On tour Rob will be covering such down-to- 
earth, subjects as holidays, Christmas, cold 
calls and nights out. His routines are taken 
from his own life. 

“I enjoy making people laugh. I’m as funny 
as I can be for 90 minutes.

Rio gives a revealing insight 
into his personal life 


R io Ferdinand looked amazed 
when he sat down to address 
academics at Oxford Union a 
couple of years ago. 

He’d spent nights worrying about 
the content of his speech, 
wondering if he had any common 
ground with the students. Then he 
realised they were all people that 
excelled in their field. 

“I always knew from a young age 
that I wanted to be the best,” he told 
them. So he set his sights on Man 
United, and wound up fulfilling his 
goal. Pun intended. 

Fear of failure is what drove Rio 
on. From West Ham he moved to 
Leeds United “for a small amount of 
money” and became captain within 
a couple of months. 

By the time he was playing at the 
World Cup in Japan, it was clear 
he’d impressed Alex Ferguson, who 
decided to take him to Manchester 
United. 

Being an acclaimed footballer was 
a dream come true for Ferdinand. 
Little wonder his rags-to-riches story 
inspired many. 


With a successful career and 
more than a few quid in the bank, he 
seemed to have it all, including a 
happy marriage to Rebecca and 
three kids, Lorenz, Tate, and Tia. 

The couple had met while he was 
playing for West Ham United in the 
late 1990s. By 2009 they married in 
the Caribbean, and everything 
seemed perfect. 

Then Rebecca received news that 
she had cancer; her life expectancy 
was believed to be between two 
and five years. 

Alas the cancer was a lot more 
rapid and the family’s world was 
turned upside down in May 2015 
when she passed away, aged just 34. 

In this moving documentary, Rio 
meets other families coping with 
bereavement, and looks at what 
help is available for parents and 
children who have experienced loss 
to move on with their lives. 

“I don’t think I’ve grieved 
properly,” he explains. “I’ve not 
given myself that time to sit down 
and really flush everything out and 
go through it.” 


Here Rio explores ways of 
managing grief, including his own, 
and discovers the only way parents 
can help their kids move on with 
their lives is for them to begin to 
rebuild their own first. 

Obviously Ferdinand is not alone; 
every day in the UK, around 75 men 
under 50 become widowers. This 
documentary offers viewers a 
broader insight into how young 
husbands and fathers cope with 
grief as the former soccer star 
speaks to other bereaved men who 
share their experiences. 

By examining the issues around 
grief, the stigma men often face in 
displaying and discussing their 
emotions, and discovering some of 
the ways people cope with loss, the 
film highlights the other obstacles 
bereaved men have to overcome. 

“Rio Ferdinand has courageously 
allowed the cameras to follow him in 
this revealing and immensely 
personal documentary exploring 
the complexities of grief,” explains 
Alison Kirkham, the BBC’s 
Controller of Factual 
Commissioning and Events.

Smart and versatile

Just occasionally you may have the need 
to take your everyday compact executive 
saloon off well-surfaced roads and on to 
something a little less smooth. And then 
there are the times when the well-surfaced 
roads become a little unfriendly when 
covered in mud, floodwater, ice or snow. 

Which is exactly when you need the security 
of perhaps the best car to cope with those 
situations and provide the services you 
require - the Audi A4 allroad quattro. 

A car that’s more than smart enough for 
business, will also do very well carrying the 
family around and be sure-footed enough to 
deal with muddy tracks and fields and those 
slippy winter roads. 

And backing up that opinion are the awards 
for the A4 including 2017 Fleet World Awards 
for Best Compact Executive and one of the 
Best Cars in the World for Big Miles from the 
BBC Top Gear Magazine. 

Fleet World judges said the A4 range was a 
revolution in its segment and while Top Gear 
drivers may well push cars to extremes they 
would never see in normal life, they praised 
the car’s polish as well as performance. 

And my week behind the wheel certainly 
fully tested what the allroad can offer. 

My test car was the 3.0 TDi tiptronic which 
starts at £39,645 on-the-road. 

Extras added to it took that cost up to just 
over £56,000 and made it a very luxurious 
compact. But in all reality half of those extras 
would have been enough for me and are good 
value if you can pay the bill. 

The engine is smooth and sophisticated and 
despite its size incurs annual tax of £145, not

a lot when you consider the price of the car 
-that’s down to meeting Euro 6 and its 146 
C02 emissions. 

And the gearbox and effortless dream. 

All that sophistication comes with front and 
rear suspension set-up that absorbs and 
controls almost everything thrown it from 
potholes to muddy ruts. 

Plus you can optimise comfort by adding 
Adaptive Comfort Suspension with damping 
control or the Adaptive Sport Suspension 
which gives even better refinement and even 
better cornering stability. The allroad has 
fantastic ride quality and passengers easily 
fall asleep, as I discovered! 

I had the 18 inch alloys which reduce fuel 
consumption but not a lot compared to the 
standard 17s and I averaged close to 50mph 
on combined driving. 

It will get from 0-62mph in 5.5 seconds when 
you need it and had plenty of oomph when 


you needed it for overtaking and for pushing 
through winding country lanes and through 
the Scottish Flighlands. 

It has a slightly more rugged look than the 
standard A4 with plastic body cladding on the 
wheelarches, sills and roof rails plus metallic 
skidplates front and rear. And there’s a raised 
ride height which greatly helped me on some 


rutted forest roads. Inside it has a quiet and 
comfy cabin and so much technical gadgetry 
in the Audi virtual cockpit, it’s difficult to get 
round it all... standard kit includes the Audi 
Smartphone Interface with Apple CarPlay 
and Android Auto plus my extras included 
the Bang & Olufsen 3D sound system (£975) 
which makes my home system sound as 


though it comes from the 90s, an advanced 
parking assistance pack £1,350 and a special 
technology pack £2,000 adding even more to 
the standard specification. 

One other extra that I really enjoyed was the 
panoramic sunroof (£1,250) which flooded 
the cabin with light and made it feel very light 
and airy.

Strong relay squad 
is Bahamas bound 

BLACK COUNTRY athletes Jarryd Dunn and Matthew Hudson-Smith 
have been selected by Great Britain to take part in the World Relay Cham¬ 
pionships in the Bahamas next month.

The event, which takes place from April 22-23, is being looked upon as 
a key part of the build-up to the 2017 World Athletics Championships in 
London in August. 

Performance director for British Athletics Neil Black said: “We are tak¬ 
ing these championships incredibly seriously, something we have shown by 
selecting our best possible teams. 

“I am looking for the team to grasp this opportunity and make a big 
statement of intent in The Bahamas.” 

He added: “Our primary focus is firmly on the 4x100m and the 4x400m 
competitions - the events where we intend to be challenging for medals at 
London 2017.” 


No baize of glory as 
Evans loses title bid 

DUDLEY snooker ace Reanne Evans saw her bid for a 12th Women’s World 
Snooker Championship ended by her old foe Ng On Yee. 

Evans lost at the semi-final stage to the Hong Kong player, describing her 
5-4 defeat as ‘shocking’ on social media. 

Evans, aged 31, has won the world title 11 times, including for 10 consec¬ 
utive years from 2005 until 2014. The 2015 title was claimed by Yee - who 
had beaten Evans in the last four. But Evans gained revenge in last year’s 
final. 

She had cruised through to the semi-finals after defeating Germany’s 
Diana Schuler 4-0 in the last 16 before despatching Thailand’s Siriphaporn 
Nuanthakhamjan 4-1 in the quarter-finals - the only frame she had dropped 
up to that point. 

In her quarter-final, Yee had struggled past Waratthanun Sukritthanes 
- the conqueror of Netherton’s Maria Catalano in the last 16 - to win 4-3. 

But she edged past Evans in the semi. 

After coming unstuck, Evans: “Well that performance was shocking - 
threw it away #disgusted #itsonlyagame.” 


Eggington handed 
European title shot 

STOURBRIDGE boxing star Sam Eggington has been handed a shot at a 
European title. The 23-year-old welterweight will take on Ceferino Rod¬ 
riguez for the Spaniard’s EBU belt at The Barclaycard Arena on May 13. 

Eggington is aiming to continue his ascent in the sport after notching up 
the most impressive victory of his career earlier this month with an eighth- 
round stoppage of two-weight world champion Paulie Malignaggi. 

Already a mandatory challenger for the EBU belt, Eggington’s clash with 
Ceferino was last week confirmed as chief support for a show topped by 
Birmingham fighter Kal Yafai’s first defence of his WBA super flyweight 
crown. 

Ceferino has suffered just one defeat in a 25-fight professional career and 
will pose a test for Eggington, who has reeled off three straight wins after 
losing his British title to Bradley Skeete last March.
